The last fight was resolved late Wednesday 
when the Senate voted 90-S to attach the SALT

Earlier, the Senate approved the hiring of 
outside experts to advise legislators on the 
technical aspects of PresldentReagan's "Star 


Wars" anti-missile research program. 

The spending bill passed by the Senate 
would only provide enough of an Pentagon in- 
crease next year to cover expected inflation. 

President Reagan has reluctantly approved 
the Senate defense figure, although he had 
first sought a S.9 percent hike over Inflation as 

part of his defease.buUd-up 

The Senate bill will have to be reconciled 
with whatevenneasureeventually^passeslhe- 
Democratlc-controlled House, which Is con- 
sidering simply freezing Pentagon spending 
atcurrentievels. 


The Senate proposal would cut in haif 
Reagan's overall MX missile program from 
too to 50 of the 10-warhead weapons, but grant 
his request for an end to the 16-year-old 
moratorium on building new nerve gas 
weapons. 

The bill also would authorize the Pentagon 
to buy thousands of. planes, ships, missiles, 
and t anks , but manda te reform in sp ending 
lhal moneyin an attempt to curb“wa^eful and' 
fraudulent practices that have prompted a 
series of investigations of major U.S. defense 
contractors.

Doctors find how toxic shock is caus^d^

BOSTON — Doctors said Wednesday they have 
solved the mystery of how some kinds of highly 
absorbent tampons contribute to toxic shock syn- 
drome, and their discovery should allow the pro- 
duction of safe tampons. 

Researchers at Harvard Medical School said 
two kinds of fiber used In tampons foster the pro- 
duction of a bacterial poison that causes the rare 
butdangcrousdisorder. 

The fibers do this by removing magnesium from 


ment for bacteria to make the dangerous toxin. If 
magnesium is added to tampons made from this 
material, they appear to be safe, the researchers 
said. 

"We hope wc have found a means lor making 
t^pon fibers such that they will not stimulate 
maximum, toxic prQducUon.lLsaldJ}r.

The 
doctors said these materials are safe.

toxin production is very high," Kass said at a news 
conference, "if more Is added, toxin production 
goesdown.”

Screening slated for TFpre-scho^ers

TWIN FALLS - Testing will begin June 10 for 
.Twin Falls pre-schoolers getting ready lo enroll In 
kindergarten next fall. 

Tests for speech, hearing, language, vision, In- 
tellectual, and social skills will be administered as 
well as a test for pre-educattonal skill areas. 

The screening-program will be used to spot any 
sight and hearing problems and to target im- 
mature students who will be recommended to (he 
prctklndergarten program planned for next year, 
according lo Larry Watson, director ol ancillary 
services and testing (or the district. 

-Watson says the testing program Is lo "identify 
students who have developmental Irregularities,” 
so that they can be referred lo special services and 
programs if -need be. “One of the things they want 


to do is to identify students who would find little 
success in regular kindergarten." 

One section of about 25 students is planned to 
modify the existing program and reach a llllle 
lower for Students not ready (or what Watson says 
is an academic kindergarten t>fogramI 

Watson says tbe pilot program will be lor stu- 
dents with average to above average ability who 
are behind in language, fine motor skills, or who 
have short attention spans. 

The pilot program will be tried at Lincoln school 
In one dally session. Preference will be given lo 
students from Lincoln, Bickel and Harrison. 
“They seem lo have a higher percentage ol high- 
risk students. 

“We have bad one shoe to (It those kids, now 
we're going to have two," Watson said Monday. 

He says students will be moved up and down be- 


.iween the regular kindergarten and the pilot pro- 
gram during the first month of school. He said the 
district hopes to give them a positive attitude 
toward learntngby allowing them to succeed.. 

Parents who have not yet registered their 
kindergartners may do so'at the time of testing. 
Watson says birth certificates and immunization 
records arc needed.

“They 
commented on the jail being extremely clean." 

Munn_sa.l.d_tfie_lnsp.ecllon team told him the 

county has made progress since last year. He said 
they seemed well pleased with the local effort. 

The county budgeted money (his year to allow 
for painting the Interior of the jail area.- Felton

said, adding that every repair that can be made 
has been made. 

The jail, on the fourth floor of the county cour- 
thouse, has served since 1911 with numerous 
rcmodellngprojecls. . 

Felton said thb county must stIU ship prisoners

He attributed the increase In 
permit sales to tbe hard winter, and 
the fact that cutting areasln the South 
Hills were not accessible Iasi year un- 
til July because of road washouts. 

Other factors Include the light 
winter snowfall which has made cut- 
ting, areas accessible earlier in the 
season. Waldapfel said. "Also," he 
added, " the word has gotten around 
that good firewood is available and 
that It is easy to get lo and cut.” 


In spile of the increased number of 
cutters, things have gone smoothly 
for the Forest Service. Davis said the 
cutters he has come In contact with 
think this year’s program is a good 
one because it “cuts out a lot of the 
hassle." This year’s program is a lit- 
tle more concentrated, .he added, 
making It easier for the cutters to (Ind 
wood. 

"We’re real llc|tled with the way 
the public has responded to the pro- 
gram," Davis said.

Tuberculosis risk-mns 
bigb in nursing homes 


BOSTON (AP) - Elderly people in 
nursing homes run a substantial risk 
ofbelng infected with tuberculosis, 
and these facilities should try to find 
and treat new cases of the disease be- 
fore it spreads, researchers conclude. 

The researchers found that TB is 
four times more common among nur- 
sing home residents Jhan among old 

peo ple who live at home, 

Until no\^ most 'experts assumed 
"Thafiuberculosls'lnfccUon'w-arnot a- 
serious problem for the elderly 
because most. q(-4hem had been ex- 
posed lo the bacteria as youngsters. 
TB in these people was thought to 
result from llareups of old infections, 
not new ones. 

However, the new study found that 
old people often gel new TB infections 
when they move to nursing homes, 
and these may lead to the disease 
ilsell- The risk of TB is highest In peo- 
ple with new infections. 

"It appears that the rather frequent 
endemic existence of tuberculosis In 

nursing homes has hi therto esc a ped 

recognition." they wrote. 

The study was based on a survey of 
nearly all the people who lived fn nur- 
sing homes In Arkansas over a S^ycar 
• period. 

' Betwccn-1981 and 19H3 in Arkansas, 

100,009 nursing home residents. This 
was four times higher lhan the rate 
for people over 65 who lived al home. 

Across the United Slates, nearly 
25.000 new cases of TB were reported 
In 1983, Six percent ofthe victims die 
from the disease. 

Doctors had assumed that people 
carry the bacteria for life. But the- 
new research shows that most elderly 
people, even though they probably 
once were Infected, have expelled the 
bacteria from their bodies and their 
immune systems no longer recognize 
the germ 


cent of these newly infected people 
will develop tuberculosis. 

"We conclude lhal new Infection 
with tuberculosis Is an important risk 
for nursing home patients and that 
greater care should be taken to delect 
and treat new Infections before the 
disease develops and Ihc Infccllon 
spreads," the researchers wrote. 

The Mudy, directed by Dr. William 
TOtea'd of the Arkansas Deparlmenf 
of Health, was published in Thurs-- 
day’s New England Journal of Medi- 
cine. 

Stead said he started the study alter 
nine residenls of one nursing home, 
along with an employee and a visitor, 
developed TB.

... ALMOTA, Wash. The Idaho 
Fish and Game Department has 
more than a passing Interest In 
Lower Granite Dam on the 
Snake River near this small 
southeastern Washington 
crossroads. 

The reason is simple. All of 
the young salmon and steelhead 
leaving Idaho for the ocean en- 
counter the first of eight dams 
on their Journey down the Snake 
— and-Golumbla-rlverfc ^ — 

The dams and such natural 
factors as predators and disease 
each extract a heavy toll. It is 
not unreasonable to estimate 
that half of the nearly 20 million 
young migrants, or smolls, 
never survive the journey. 

Those are just ballpark 
estimates, says Stephen Pettit, 
the Idaho Fish and Game 
Department fishery biologist 
assigned' to monitor the com- 
plex passage of the young fish to 
the sea. 

The story of the dams’ 
■“ravages'oirthe'smolts-is-an-old- 


one. Pettit and other biologists 
believe a new picture is develop- 
ing, however; 

The record run of summer 
steelhead in the Columbia last 
summer that resulted In record 
numbers returning to northern 
Idaho's Clearwater River this 
winter, is one clement in that 
picture. 

Underlylng'that success Is the 
work in recent years at Lower 
Granite Dam, among others, 
Pettit ' and his colleagues 
believe. 

Thai worK mciuaes a massive 
transportation program design- 
ed to safely direct the smolts 
past, or to escort them around 
the dams. 

One of the most visible parts 
of the fish passage program is 
the U.S. ■ Array Corps of 
Engineers' Operation Fish Run. 
As part of it, barges, and 
sometimes trucks, haul the 
smolts from Lower Granite and 
Little Goose dams on the Snake, 
and McNary on the Columbia. 

Their barge trip ends near 
-Portland; — Orcir— below — Bon-- 


ncvlllc Dam, the last dam on the 
Columbia. 

By mid-May the number of 
fish barged, about 2X million, 
already had exceeded last 
year's total, in other years, as 
many as 3.8 million fish have 
been hauled around tlic dams. 

The corps has received sup- 
port for the program from Idaho 
and Oregon and Washington.

NEW YORK — General Motors Corp. was 
named the winning bidder tor Hughes Air- 
craR Co. on Wednesday, agreeing to pay $5 
billion tor one ol the nation's leaders in ad- 
vanced electronics. 

The announcement was 'made by GM 
Chairman Roger B. Smith and Hughes execu- 
tives at a news conference lo New York, 
where GM, Ford Motor Co. and Boeing Co. 
had made secret bids for the big defense elec- 
tronics company. 

Smith said the Hnghes deal and GM's S2.S 
billion acquisition of Electronic Data Systems 
Corp. last year had put in place the basics for 
his grand plan of reshaping GM into a high- 
technology company. 

‘‘There’s still some pieces out there,” Smith 


said. “But I’d say, right now with EOS and 
Hughes and General Moton, we have the 
baslc bulldlng blocks Iharwe'need to go fer-' 
ward.” 

' Smith had tantalized the business world for 
more than a year with his statements that he 
had ‘‘a lulu” ol an announcement coming. 

‘‘The lulubas come home.” he said. 

- The move allows GM to diversify, but Smith 
made' It clear that he was after Hughes' 
technology for use in GM’s ISO factories and 
under tbe hoods of its cars. 

Despite its name, Hughes does not .make 
aircraft. Its specialties arc missiles, air- 
defense systems, .satellites and' the exotic 
systems engineering and microelectronics 
that the U.S. auto Industry has become fond 
of. 

“We felt they were the premier electronics 
company in the entire world," Smith said of 


Hughes. “And of course electronics, we 
believe, Is going to be the key to the 2lst cen- 
tury. It certainly is'foriAlr automobile.” 

Hughes was sold by Howard Hughes Medi- 
cal Institute, which had been the sole share- 
holder since 1953. Tbe company and institute 
were founded by tbe late billionaire Howard 
Hughes. 

Morgan Stanley & Co. Inc., the investment 
firm. advising the medical institute, said the 
deal was the biggest aaie ever of a-privately 
' held Industrial company. 

Ford said its own bid for Hughes was In the 
billions, but It did not disclose Uie amount. . 

Thomas O’Grady, d* senior director of the 
research firm Chase Automotive Services, 
said GM’s size — |S4 billion in 1984 sales com- 
pared with IS billion lor Hughes— lessens the 
Importance of diversification compared with 
GM'squest for technology. 

‘‘For GM. it’s better to purchase high-tech 


where it already is taking place. It's faster 
and they have to be faster because of the Jap- 
anese competition,” O'Grady said. 

Last week, Chrysler Corp^sald it Intended 
to acquire Gulfstream Aerokpace Corp., a 
maker of corporate aircraft, for (M6mllIlon. 

. GM, which has more than 98 billion In cash 
and marketable securities on hand, said its 
bid for Hughes consisted of 92.7 billion in cash 
and SO million shares of a new class of GM 
-common stock, — . 

Hughes wUi become a GM subsidiary called 
GM Hughes Electronics Corp. GM will con- 
tribute the assets of its Delco Electronics 
division, Delco Systems operations and the In- 
strument and business display systems unit of 
its AC Spark Plug division to form the Delco 
Electronics Corp., which will be a subsidiary 
ofGM Hughes. 

Allen Puckett will remain chairman of 
Hugh<'« Cmlih «nM nllhniiph hi> wa« nnt im- 


mediately given a seal on the GM board. H. 
Ross Perot, founder of Electronic Data 
Systems, was nomed a GM director aller he 
sold to GM. 

The acquisllion of Electronic Data Systems 
allowed GM to turn ovee all its data process- 
ing to a leader in the industry. EDS now pro- 
cesses health claims for GM's 750,000 
employees, runs a computer network for 
GM's jales and m arketing em pire, and has 
allo'wed'GH car designers lo throw oiif Iheir 
drafting tables in favor of computer termi- 
nals. 

The Hughes acquisllion will allow GM'lo 
challenge again for the top spot among the 
world’s top industrial companies.
